With these words Fritz Haar- 
mann, Hanover butcher, convicted 
of the murder of 26 boys and men, 
stepped to the guillotine early this

Our salads impress the foreigner 
because of their variety. In Eu- 
rope they are accustomed to vege- 
table salads or to fruit salads, but 
never to a combination of both.
